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FBI probes 2nd man 
in NY terror attack, 


cites year of planning

The FBI said on Wednesday 
that investigators had found a 
second Uzbek man they had 
been seeking in connection with 
the truck attack this week in 
Lower Manhattan, as prose- 
cutors filed federal charges 
against the driver of the truck, 
Sayfullo Saipov. 

The federal charges in civilian 
court, which detail how Saipov, 
29, said he drew inspiration 
from ISIS videos that ques- 


tioned the killing of Muslims in 
Iraq, contradicted calls from 
President Donald Trump to try 
Saipov in military court at the 
American prison at Guantána- 
mo Bay, Cuba. 

The FBI had earlier released 
an alert saying it was seeking 
information about the second 
man, Mukhammadzoir Kadirov, 
32, in connection with the at- 
tack. 

The criminal complaint 
against Saipov said he began 
planning the attack a year ago 
and decided to use a truck 
about two months ago. They 
said he chose Halloween for the 
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attack. 9A

attack because he believed 
there would be more people on 
the street. 

Police officials said earlier on 
Wednesday that Saipov ap- 
peared to have connections to 
people who were the subjects of 
terrorism investigations. 

As counterterrorism investi- 
gators drilled into whether Sai- 
pov had meaningful ties to ter- 
rorist organizations, it also be- 


came clear that some of those 
close to the attacker had feared 
for years that he was heading 
down the path of extremism. 

Saipov rented a pickup truck 
from a Home Depot in New 
Jersey at 2:06 p.m. on Tuesday 
before crossing into Manhattan 
on the George Washington 
Bridge, the police said, in the 
first public timeline provided by 
authorities. At 3:04 p.m., a cam- 
era caught him driving onto a 
bike path alongside the Hudson 
River, where police said he 
appeared to be targeting pedes- 
trians and cyclists as he mowed 
people down. 

After crashing into a school 
bus near Stuyvesant High 
School in Lower Manhattan, he 
jumped out with a pellet gun 
and a paintball gun and shouted 
“Allahu akbar,” Arabic for “God 
is great,” the authorities said. 
Investigators found a number of 
knives in and around the truck, 
the police said. Near the truck 
was a handwritten note with a 
few lines of Arabic indicating

he Oroville Dam flood 
control spillway has 
been fixed. 

Eight and a half 
months after the gravest emer- 
gency in the dam’s history 
forced 188,000 residents to 
flee, state officials said Wednes- 
day that Oroville’s structures 
have been largely rebuilt and 
can withstand a rainy Northern 
California winter. A second 
phase of work will be completed 
next year. 

“Lake Oroville’s main spill- 
way is indeed ready to safely 
handle winter flows if needed,” 
said Grant Davis, director of the 
Department of Water Re- 
sources, in a conference call 
with reporters. 

Noting that a heavy storm 
could hit the watershed as early 
as Thursday, the DWR director 
spoke directly to the down- 
stream residents who had to 
evacuate in February and re- 
main mistrustful of the state’s 
operation of Oroville: “You 
indeed had a terrifying experi- 
ence and we are working hard 
to ensure it never happens 
again.” 

Davis outlined further steps 
to strengthen Oroville and other 
dams around the state. Cali- 
fornia officials will undertake a 
broad “needs assessment” of 
Oroville, the tallest dam in 
America, with an eye toward 
possibly building a second gated 
spillway to increase redun- 
dancy, along with other poten- 
tial improvements. 

In addition, Davis said “re- 
pairs and updates” are already 
being made at some of the 93 
other dams around California 
where the state ordered in- 
tensive inspections in the wake 
of the Oroville crisis. He had no 
details on the repairs. 

As a practical matter, state 
officials won’t be able to test the 
work done at Oroville until lake 
levels rise and the spillway has 
to release water. For the time 
being the reservoir is being kept 
at a lower level than usual as a 
safety precaution. Nonetheless, 
DWR officials said they’re cer- 
tain the spillway can handle a 
release of 100,000 cubic feet of

underlying bedrock. A third stretch was filled in with less-durable “roller compacted concrete” while a 
fourth section, at the top of the spillway, was patched. Giant diverters at the bottom were unchanged. 


Brown 
planning 
for raging 
fires, fierce 
warming

As massive fires that would 
kill more than 40 people 
ravaged his state last month, 
California Gov. Jerry Brown 
met with state emergency 
officials, jabbing at culprits of 
the latest disaster. 

“That’s the way it is with a 
warming climate, dry weather 
and reducing moisture,” 
Brown warned. “These kinds 
of catastrophes have hap- 
pened, they’ll continue to 
happen, and we have to be 
prepared to do everything we 
can to mitigate.” 

California efforts to prepare 
for climate change already 
have begun. 

In the Sierra Nevada, scien- 
tists and forestry manage- 
ment experts burn and thin 
acres of forest to cut back on 
fuel for intensifying wildfires. 
Down south in San Diego 
County, they replenish beach- 
es, repair sand dunes and 
plant thousands more shade 
trees. 

In some of the hottest parts 
of the state like Sacramento, 
they train outdoor workers to 
avoid the anticipated rise in 
deaths during extreme heat 
waves. 

Los Angeles’ leaders are 
passing laws to install more 
“cool roofs” and laying the 
groundwork for “cool streets” 
that can reduce temperatures 
by double digits. 

“This is one of those mo- 
ments in history where what 
we do now will be influential 
for decades to come on the 
subject of climate adapta- 
tion,” said Jonathan Parfrey, 
executive director of Climate 
Resolve, a nonprofit working
